ARBITRATION OF TOLL BILL 
CERTAIN 
O matter what the house may do with the 
N Panama Canal tolls bill, the senate has given 
notice to great Britain and other foreign 
powers that whenever there is a dubious clause 
in a treaty made by the United States, or susceptible 
of two meanings, we reserve the right to construe it 
as we please. That is the inexorable logie of the 
action of the United States senate in deciding that 
the Hay-Paunecefote treaty does not preclude Ameri- 
ean vessels in the coast-wise trade in the United 
States from use of the canal free of tolls. Of course, 
even if the house should concur, it is certain that 
Great Britain will seek arbitration. Senator Lodge 
holds that the treaty does not inhibit coastwise vessels 
from tolls exemption. But his attitude is that on the 
eve of the international conference it is unwise to 
exercise that right. He would prefer to have the 
question arbitrated, with which view Saturday Night 
is in accord. Even Senator Borah, author of the 
plank inserted in the party platform in Chicago, 
admits that Great Britain will ask arbitration, which 
is tantamount to an admission that the free tolls 
clause in the treaty is of doubtful interpretation. 
Senator Pomerene, of Ohio, Democrat, is of the opinion 
that the Borah bill barters away the honor of the 
country for a ship subsidy. Senator MeCormick, Re- 
publican, sees in its passage a blow at the agriculture 
and industry of the states of the upper Mississippi 
valley; but one cannot forget that the Tllinois senator 
was chairman of the resolutions sub-committee at 
Chicago, which drafted the platform and accepted the 
Borah joker. Aside from ethical considerations is the 
economic feature of the bill, Exempting coastwise 
vessels from payment of tolls means a loss of $2,000,- 
000 a year to the publie treasury, which must be mt 
by the people through increased taxation. Of course, 
the per capita of impost will be small, but it is a 
lowering, not an inerease of taxation that is now 
urgently demanded. Besides, the subsidy is invidi- 
ous; it gives to one transportation field that which is 
withheld from another, and to that extent is unjust.

THE PHILIPPINES A BENE- 
FIT TO US? 

T is reported from Manila that American resi- 

] dents there are opposed to the granting of 

independence to the Phillippines. That is 

natural. They would much prefer to do busi- 
ress under the. American flag than under that of the 
Republica Filipina. But what they want for their 
private interests has nothing properly to do with the 
question of whether or not the islands should be 
permitted to have an independent government of 
their own. That is a question of human rights. We 
as a nation have no moral right to hold the Filipinos 
in subjection for our own benefit. That is what has 
made trouble so long for the English in Ireland. 
But we are not yet assured that holding the Philip- 
pines would be for our own benefit. So far as trade 
ig concerned we would probably enjoy as large a 
commerce with the Filipino people after independ- 
enee as before, with their gratitude thrown in. 

So far as the polities of the Far East is concerned, 
we would clear the atmosphere very much by retir- 
ing from sovereignity claims on the Asiatic side of 
the ocean. Our remaining in the Philippines is one 
of the reasons why Japan distrusts our purposes in 
spite of our protestations of peaceful designs. We 
would feel the same way if Japan held the Hawaiian 
Islands.. The fact is that the Philippines are a weak- 
ness for us instead of a strength in case of war 
with Japan. We could not prevent their capture by 
the Japanese without tremendous naval and military 
effort, to make which we would doubtless not be
